Elder  Brown,  who  received  his 
new  appointment  at  last  April 
Conference,  began  his  church 
service  over  half  a century  ago 
in  the  British  Mission.  In  1906 
he  returned  to  his  home  in 
Cardston,  Alta.,  Canada  and 
married  Zina  Young  Card  in 
1908.  He  became  a Bishop  in  a 
Cardston  ward  and  later  served 
on  the  Alberta  Stake  High  Coun- 

Prexy  Tells 
Values  of 
Education 

Persistence  in  studies  leads  to 
the  fullness  of  the  value  of  our 
college  experiences,  Dr.  Ernest 
L.  Wilkinson,  president  of  Brig- 
ham Young  University,  told  stu- 
dents in  attendance  at  the  first 
Forum  Assembly  Monday. 

President  Wilkinson  pointed 
out  that  besides  our  tuition  mon- 
ey, the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints  pays  $550  to 
cover  the  costs  of  education. 

Expansion  Underway 
This  does  not  include  costs  for 
the  buildings.  Architect’s  draw- 
ings for  the  new  library,  admin- 
istration building  and  commerce 
building  are  now  being  made. 

President  Wilkinson  also  stat- 
ed that  students  with  cars  spend 
almost  twice  as  much  money  as 
students  without  cars. 

He  made  a special  appeal  to 
students  to  increase  their  aca- 
demic standing  during  the  com- 
ing year.  He  quoted  Heber  J. 
Grant  as  saying,  “That  which  we 
persist  in  doing  becomes  easier 
to  do,  not  that  the  measure  of 
the  thing  has  changed,  but  that 
our  ability  to  do  it  has  in- 
creased.” 

Describes  Faculty 
He  described  the  faculty  as  be- 
ing “intellectual  curious  to  learn 
something  new.” 

Registration  statistics  as  of 
Oct.  3 show  9,869  students  regis- 
tered from  every  state,  seven 
Canadian  provinces  and  many 
foreign  countries.  Transfer  stu- 
dents account  for  843  new  stu- 
dents.
